The horse-cars running in the direction of
the ground are crowded to excess, and thom-
gands line the sidewalks on all the avenues
Jeading to the grounds, The day opened clear
and pleasant, with a glaring sun and a slight
refreshing west wind. The grounds are in the
best possible condition, and everything sectns
favorable for a falr and well-fought battle
between the celebrated clubs.

The betting last night was one hundred in
favor of the Red Stockings, but fto-day even
wagers find ready takers, An immense amount
of money has been staked on the issue, and the
friends of both clubs are so confident of success,
they are disposed to risk theirlast dollar on their
favorites. A great change in sentiment has
taken place with regard to the strength of the
Athletics within the past month, and it is now
claimed and generally conceded that they have
a ‘'nine"” ot such material that i8 s¢cond to none
in the country.

The Athletics, in addition to their regular
club flag, fly a streamer to-day, on which is the
word “Champlon,” and the immense crowd
cheerfully endorse them in their elaim, notwith-
standing the absurd statement of the Atlantics,

of Brooklyn, that the game of Monday last was |

merely a practice game,

just made their appearance on the field, and
were greeted with tremendous cheers by the
crowrﬁ Both clubs commenced to pass the ball
around, and the respective captains are looking
up an umpire.
